THE NECESSARY NEWBERRY. 


‘How go a good yoke or bullocks at Stanford fair?” How 
goes a seat in the United States Senate? In 1907 Uncle Isaac 
Stephenson of Wisconsin paid $107,000. In 1918 Truman H. 
Newberry of Michigan paid $263,000. The price of seats had 
more than kept pace with the general cost of living. 
Mr. 
Newberry sw’ore in 1918 that his campaign had “been volun­ 
tarily conducted by friends in Michigan.” He had not part in 
it, nor had any contributions been made or money expended 
with his knowledge or consent. That supreme aloofness of 
austere virtue is beautiful in theory. It commended itself to 
the majority of the Commitee on Privileges and Elections. In 
the Senate today Mr. Newberry will have the opportunity to 
reconcile it with the evidence, with the records of his corres­ 
pondence and conferences. Bodily absence in New York is 
hardly a moral alibi. 
A primary state-wide election is necessarily expensive. 
The majority admits that too much money was spent, but all 
for “proper and legal purposes.” Well, $140,000 or more was 
spent for publicity. That was needed, it is said, against an 
opponent of such unrivaled publicity as Henry Ford. Without 
going into the monstrous mass of evidence, it is enough to 
cite these remarks by Senator Kenyon, a Republican: 
Senators could spend hours here reading the evidence of 
workers employed from the beginning of the campaign to the 
end, setting forth conversations, statements, lists of names 
showing the enormous number of people employed to buy 
influence. Members of traveling men’s associations, lodges 
and labor organizations—the big workers—were to be secur­ 
ed, as King (Executive Chairman of the “voluntary commit­ 
tee”) wrote to 
Newberry. 
Prosecuting 
attorneys in some 
counties received funds, which may account for the fact that 
there have been no prosecutions for violations of these Michi­ 
gan law’s. County Road Commissioners were corralled, because 
they travel around the counties. Luncheons and banquets wrere 
given and cigars distributed here and there and everywhere. 
Bankers w’ere secured for their influence; different na­ 
tionalities w ere worked through lawyers of the nationality be­ 
ing employed; men were employed to line up the marines, 
fishermen, life-savers. Other sickening and disgusting prac­ 
tices were followed. Sealed envelopes and laid upon tables to 
be opened by the gentlemen with whom conversations wfere 
held; fifty-dollar bills were left under books on tables. The 
president of the Railroad Men’s Relief association, with his 
monthly magazine, was brought around 
by advertisments; 
fraternal lodges were worked by various agents for stated 
stipends. The methods employed in conducting the campaign 
were corrupting and damning, and were calculated to under­ 
mine the Government. 
Mr. Kenyon’s indignation makes him forget the unique, 
overpowering moral exigency which made the election of Mr. 
Newberry indispensable to the masters of the Republican 
Party. A noble end, justifying all means, was to be served. 
In March, 1919, the Senate, with Mr. Newberry seated, con­ 
sisted of 49 Republicans and 48 Democrats. Without him the 
Republicans couldn’t have organized the Senate. Without him 
the Foreign Affairs Committee couldn’t have been filled with 
irreconcilable enemies of the League of Nations. Without him 
Mr. Lodge couldn’t have carried out that policy, so broad, 
farsighted and patriotic, that endears his name to a grateful 
people. Mr. Newberry was the saver of the situation, the 
rescuer of his party in the Senate, the humble instrument of 
mighty purposes, the man without whom the United States 
might have been dragged into the League of Nations. 
Can any little irregularity, supergenerosity; can even the 
strongest odor of corruption, make his campaign an election 
other than blessed and glorious in the eyes of the Senate 
Republicans to whom the League was the most evil thing in 
the world? What is a bit of evil to the sum of all.evils? Jt is 
surpiising that any Republican Senators should oppose the 
retention of Mr. Newberry. Gratitude should bind them. The 
cry of the weak-kneed seems to be: “Remember Lorimer!” 
It should be: “Remember the League of Nations!” We look 
with all confidence to the Republicans of the Senate to vindi­ 
cate themselves and stick to the man who made their famous 
victory possible.—New York Times.

At Okmulgee Today 
(By the Associated Press) 
OKMULGEE, Jan. 12.— The first 
indictment was returned today by 
the grand jury since it was impan­ 
eled, primarily for the purpose of 
investigation of the affairs of the 
defunct Bank of Commerce. Lee 
Orum Dewar, deputy sheriff, was 
indicted on a murder charge in 
connection with the killing of Wal­ 
ter Weir, on Christmas eve.

Congress passed what Is known as 
the civil service law January 16, 1883. 
This act created the United States 
civil service commission. The law was 
intended to cure in part the evils 
traceable to the spoils system, which 
grew out of the four-year-tenure-of- 
office act of 1820. 
During the first 40 years after the 
organization of our government, ad­ 
ministrative practice with regard to 
the civil service seemed to conform 
to the intention of the founders. The 
Constitution fixed the term of no of­ 
ficer In the executive branch of the 
government except those of the Pres­ 
ident and vice president. It was the 
established usage during these first 
40 years to permit executive officers, 
except members of the cabinet, to hold 
office for an unlimited period during 
good behavior. 
The practice was 
changed in 1820 by the four-year-ten- 
ure act The spoils system, as it was 
officially described as early as 1835, 
was introduced and extended until it 
permeated the entire civil service of 
the conn try. 
The fundamental purpose of the civ­ 
il service law was to establish, in the 
parts of the service covered by its 
provisions, a merit system whereby 
selection for appointment should be 
made upon the basis of demonstrated 
relative fitness, without, regard to po­ 
litical, religious, or other such con­ 
siderations. 
The act requires that the rules shall 
provide, among other things, for open 
competitive examinations for testing 
the fitness of applicants for the classi­ 
fied service, the making of appoint­ 
ments from among those passing with 
highest grades, an apportionment of 
appointments In the departments at 
Washington among the states and ter­ 
ritories, a period of probation before 
absolute appointment and the pro­ 
hibition of the use of official authority 
to coerce the political action of any 
person or body.

Preserved As Her Memorial January Sales

LEXINGTON, Ky. Jan. 2.— (Spe­ 
cial)—The old 
home of Mary 
Todd Lincoln, at 574 West Main 
street this city, where she lived 
from early childhood until her mar­ 
riage to the martyred president. 
Abraham Lincoln, will be purchased 
as a memorial to her and used as a 
mtvseum 
for 
the 
exhibition 
and 
preservation of Lincoln relics, if 
plans of a group of public spirited 
Lexington citizens, recently announc­ 
ed, are realized. 
The old Todd home, where Mary 
Todd lived as a girl and was court­ 
ed later by Abraham Lincoln, is 
now occupied as a boarding house 
for railroad employes and a soft 
drink stand. It has been recently 
thrown on the market, and the site 
is being sought for business pur­ 
poses by persons who wish to tear 
down the house. The property is 
owned by T. N. Arthur, proprietor 
of the soft drink stand. 
The building is in an excellent 
state of preservation, and the pic­ 
turesque quaintness of the interior 
has not been effaced by the several 
partitions installed by the present 
oenr, but which may be easily re­ 
moved. The historic rooms, where 
Mary Todd spent her happy child­ 
hood, have undergone no change. 
Birthplace Has Been Hazed. 
While the original Lincoln farm 
at Hodgenville, Ky., and the cabin 
in 
which the martyred president 
first saw the light of day have been 
acquired for the nation as a sacred 


shrine at the cost of more than 
11,000,000, the part that Mrs. Lin­ 
coln had in preserving the nation 
has not .been generally recognized, 
and the house in which she was 
born has been destroyed, only part 
of the oldfoundation remaining as 
the basis for another home at 501 
West Short street, Lexington. 
An option has been obtained on 
the property, and several civic and 
historical clubs here has become 
interested in the purchase, either 
by local subscription or a nation­ 
wide appeal, such as was made for 
funds to buy the Lincoln birth­ 
place. 
Several of the civic clubs of 
Lexington, among them the Rotary, 
Kiwannis, Lion, Pyramid and Opti­ 
mist clubs, have recently adopted 
resolutions favoring the purchase 
and the cenversion of the home into 
a historic shrine and museum, and 
an effort is being made to have the 
John Bradford 
Historical 
Society 
here sponsor the movement for rais­ 
ing the necessary funds for the 
acquisition of the property. 
The 
owner asks $14,000, according to 
tho option just taken, and it is esti­ 
mated 
that 
it 
would 
cost 
from 
$C,OOO to $10,000 to restore and 
equip it. 
Inquiry has developed the fact 
that there is considerable furniture 
owned by the Lincolns while they 
bccupied the White House, pictures, 
letters, 
manuscripts 
and 
other 
relics of the Todd and Lincoln fam­ 


ilies now in the possession of rela­ 
tives of Mrs. Lincoln and other 
families now living in this city and 
vicinity, and it is planned to pro­ 
cure these and place them in the 
home, which would be under the ad­ 
ministration of one of the local his­ 
torical societies. 
Lincoln Sold It in 1856 
There is now a deed on record in 
tho Fayette county clerk's office 
here, showing that on June 18, 1856 
Abraham Lincoln 
and 
his wife. 
Mary Todd Lincoln, and others con., 
veyed the property to Benjamin lr. 
Edge to settle the estate of Robert 
S. Todd, decreased. 
Robert Todd 
bought the property May 17, 1832, 
from William 
Palmateer, 
and 
it 
as conveyed to the present owner, 
T. N. Arthur, June 30, 1920, by 
John Gund, former president of the 
Lexington Brewing Company, who 
acquired it several years ago. 
Plans for the ceremonies attend­ 
ing the dedication, if the home Is 
purchased and converted into an 
historical shrine, would Include, ac­ 
cording to those behind the move­ 
ment an invitation to Robert T. 
Lincoln, son of the martyred presi­ 
dent, and Mrs. Ben Hardin Helm, 
sister of Mrs. Lincoln, who is now 
a resident of this county, and who

“JAZZ” MUSIC SINGING SWANSONG IN 
PLACES WHERE LIGHT FANTASTIC IS 
TRIPPED, DANCING MASTERS ASSERT

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—“The Jazz” 
is slowly but surely boing into the 
discard, according to a statement 
issued here by the Fenton Bott, of 
Dayton, O., Director of Dance Re­ 
form of the American National As­ 
sociation, Masters of Dancing. 
“The ‘Fox Trot’ is the dance that 
receives the most abuse by the 
dancer,’* said the statement, “and 
it is the ‘Fox Trot’ music as writ­ 
ten and played in ‘Jazz* fashion, 
that causes the dancer to abuse this 
poplar dance. There 
is 
nothing 
wrong with the ‘Fox Trot’ or the 
steps in the ‘Fox Trot’, but it is 
a conceded fact among all teachers 
of dancing that the Oriental sug­ 
gestiveness and broken time in the 
Fox Trot Jazz music, together with 
the lack of sufficient supervision, 
is responsible for the downward 
trend of the dance. 
“The American National Associa­ 
tion of Masters of Dancing began 
two years ago, to work for cleaner 
dancing.

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—Twenty-sev­ 
en thousand Canadian soldiers have 
been settled on farms by the Cana­ 
dian government aud $85,000,000 
have been loaned to these men by 
their government, according to a 
letter sent to the Horse Associa­ 
tion of America here by John Bar­ 
nett, chairman of the Soldiers Set­ 
tlement Board of Canada. 
“Aggregated roughly this means 
that we have placed a. population 
of 251,000 people on these lands,” 
he said. 
v 
“Our settlers have been settled 
partly on free Crown lands, and 
partly on lands purchased by this 
board and resold- to them. In no 
case has a settler been required to 
possess more than $500. We have, 
therefore, advanced practically the 
full purchase price of the lands we 
have bouget, and in addition have 
advanced up to $3,000 for perma­ 
nent improvements, such as build­ 
ings, fencing, etc., and stock and 
equipment. 
“The risk is necessarily great, 
but has been taken largely as a 
re-establishment venture. 
“We have been in operation over 
three years, and the national re­ 
sults are already very great. Some 
600,000 acres that were previously 
raw and entirely uncultivated, have 
been brought under cultivation. Last 
year 
soldier 
settlers 
produced 
field crops worth easily $15,000,000 
to which must be added the value 
of the increase in stock and the 
value of poultry and dairy prod­ 
ucts.” 
Big Percentage Returned. 
“Out of the $85,000,000* already 
expended, $10,000,000 has been re­ 
turned to the public treasury. Of 
due payments, more than 90 per 
cent was paid. 
“Thus far, the number of men 
who have abandoned their efforts 
represents 7 per cent of ottr ag­ 
gregate settlement. In the cases of 
abandonment, and despite the col­ 
lapse in markets, we have salvaged 
and foreclosed more than 500 cases 
representing an investment oft more 
than $2,000,000 without any fin­ 
ancial loss.

LURE TO CRIME 


OFFICERS AYER 


Crime is not always a disease. 
Neither is the one who commits 
j crime always a confirmed criminal 
nor the offspring of a family whose 
j bent is toward criminal tendencies. 
This is what local officers hold 
; as the result of investigation and 
| experience recently with law ^vola- 
I tors, many of whom are showing 
of late unusual caracteristics, i£ is 
said. 
•Despite the fact that in most in­ 
stances “ honesty is the best policy,” 
there is a decided lure} to a career 
of crime that is not due to inherit­ 
ed wickedness, moral perversity or 
force of circumstances which arisq 
from our social system, criminal ex­ 
perts have declare^. Scientists now 
recognize it is due to a .pathologi­ 
cal craving for excitement, and is 
indirectly caused * by a weakened 
nervous system.

Difficulty in .finding employment) 
by which th^y can earn an hon-1 
est living i s now leading a small j 
percent of the alleged criminals in-1 
to the courts, local officers said to-1 
day. One man arrested here repent- j 
ly, after entering a plea of guilty' 
to burglary, said he did it to get al 
“ square meal.” Others admit that', 
thepr break the law*only tov get ex­ 
citement and thrill. 
The rich spciety woman has the 
means of satisfying her craving for 
excitement in other fashions, but 
she sometimes joins thej criminal 
class. To the poor the craving for 
excitement cannot be gratified with­ 
out money and sometimes crime is 
deemed the easiest way for this, 
plus the added inducement of mater­ 
ial gain. 
It is claimed that in many places 
late dances, jazz music and a score 
or more of different fads leave in 
their wake diseased nervous systems 
that are susceptible to the craving 
for excitement and for crime. 
The new. science of psycho-analy­ 
sis is ajso beking used in the detec­ 
tion of crime. A suspected man is 
asked 
a considerable 
number 
of 
questions, most of which have noth­ 
ing to do with the crime. The time 
which he tak^3 to reply to each is 
carefully measured by means of a 
stop-watch. If he shows marked hes­ 
itation whenever questions of a cer­ 
tain kind are p,ut, thej investigator 
knows that he is on the right track, 
and follows up his advantage. 
^Sometimes use is made of an ex­ 
tremely ingerious 
little 
machine, 
which measures variations in the 
pressure of the blood. The stop­ 
watch may show nothing at all, for 
a hardened criminal oil his guard 
is very difficult to catch; he will 
answer all questions 
with 
equal 
readiness. But his pulse gives him 
away. 
Telling the Truth? 
Everyone knows what an effect 
any form of excitement or of nerv­ 
ousness has upon the he^trt. Under 
their influence the heart beats— 
only for a moment perhaps— more 
rapidly, 
and 
the 
blood 
pressure 
ris^p. 
The sphygmomanometer, as the 
instrument is called, registers even 
the tiniest variation, enabling the 
investigator to see just which ques­ 
tions or suggestions produce ner­ 
vousness. It is claimed that by its 
aid a skilled operator 
*an always 
tell whether his subjec 
is lying or 
telling the truth. 
And so by making 
very use of 
the services of all 
.ranches 
of 
science, the forces oi jaw and or­ 
der maintain an ever-tightening grip 
upon the enemies of 
society. 
A 
small proportion may escape the con­ 
sequences of their wrong-doing, but 
on the whole the number of untrac­ 
ed criminals is a small one. It is 
continually growing lejss.
